As ap- 
plied to Jilghway construction the lat- 
eral dra'nage would be largely by 
mpans of oppn ditches at thp roadsides, 
with. In fome cases, a covered drain of 
MM suitable material In plnces whore 
the necessary grades were lower down 
from the top surface than would be 
best or advisable for 

This would mean 
carefully of the contours not only for 
the highway, but of practically the 
whole drainage basin affected In order 
that sir-e, depth of ditches and location 
of outlets could nil be balanced so that 
the maximum of results could l>o ob- 
tained with the minimum of labor and 
cost. 

The proper drainage system would 
be governed largely by the area of the 
basin, contour of surface, character of 
soil and location of outlets, and this Is 
a twofold advantage to the farmers- at 
least to many of them. 

There are hundreds of farms all or a 
part of which would \<c greatly bene 
flted by tile drnlnnge, but In many MM 
the work cannot be done because they 
have no available outlet.
